Prefatory  Remarks.  I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith 
the  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  on  the  Medical  Inspection  of 
Children,  except  where  stated  otherwise,  in  the  Public  Elementary 
Schools  of  the  Administrative  County  of  Northampton,  exclusive 
of  those  schools  within  the  area  of  the  Urban  District  of  Kettering 
where  elementary  education  is  administered  separately.  The 
period  covered  by  the  report  is  the  year  ended  the  31st  December, 
1924. 

Information  as  to  certain  particulars  of  administration 
required  for  the  report  have  been  supplied,  as  in  past  years,  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Education  Committee,  to  whom  I  desire  to  express 
my  acknowledgments. 

The  total  number  of  Elementary  Schools  involved  in  the 
scheme  of  medical  supervision  is  the  same  as  for  the  year  1923, 
namely,  264 — 78  Council  Schools  and  186  Non-Provided  Schools — 
comprising  299  Departments  as  against  304  Departments  for  the 
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year  1923  and  306  for  the  year  1922.  The  average  number  of 
scholars  on  the  roll  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1924,  was  26,723, 
as  against  27,  646  scholars  at  the  same  date  in  1923  and  28,248  in 
1922. 

(a)  Staff.  The  staff  during  the  year  has  been  as  follows  : —

(b)  Co-operation  of  Parents.  The  percentage  of  parents 
attending  the  routine  inspections  is  increasing  satisfactorily,  the 
rate  for  1924  having  been  63.8,  as  against  59.3  for  1923,  56.8  for 
1922,  and  59.4  for  1921. 

(c)  Blind,  Deaf  and  Defective  Children.  During  the 
year,  one  child  entered  an  institution  for  the  blind,  four  entered 
institutions  for  the  deaf,  and  one  entered  an  institution  for 
epileptics.  One  blind  child  reached  the  age  of  16  during  the 
year,  but  was  continued  for  a  period  of  further  training  under 
the  Higher  Education  Regulations,  and  one  was  withdrawn 
from  its  institution  on  medical  grounds.  Three  deaf  children  left 
institutions  during  the  year  on  reaching  the  age  of  16.  At  the 
end  of  the  year,  there  were  eight  children  in  institutions  for  the 
blind,  twelve  in  institutions  for  the  deaf,  and  one  each  respectively 
in  institutions  for  the  mentally  defective  and  for  epileptics. 
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From  Table  III.  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  five  blind 
children  not  in  institutions.  These  children  are  inclusive  of  the 
one  already  mentioned  as  having  been  withdrawn  from  an 
institution  on  medical  grounds,  one  is  both  blind  and  epileptic, 
one  is  blind,  deaf  and  feeble-minded,  one  is  blind  and  mentally 
defective,  and  one  is  blind  and  tubercular.  The  three  children 
recorded  as  suitable  for  training  in  a  special  school  for  partially 
blind  children  are  at  present  undergoing  treatment  at  a  hospital, 
and  are  not  attending  school  during  that  period. 

The  four  pupils  who  were,  at  the  commencement  of  the  year, 
receiving  training  at  institutions  for  the  blind  under  the  Higher 
Education  Regulations  completed  their  training  and  left  those 
institutions  during  the  year.  One  new  case  was  sent  in  for 
training,  and  responsibility  for  one  other  blind  girl  was 
accepted  from  the  Buckinghamshire  Education  Committee. 

(d)  Physical  Training  in  Public  Elementary  Schools. 
Mention  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  of  the  nature  and 
method  of  the  work  of  the  Committee’s  Demonstrator  of  Physical 
Training,  who,  it  will  be  recalled,  is  now  giving  his  whole  time  to 
the  duties  concerned  therewith.  Mr.  Abbott’s  preliminary  tour 
of  the  County  Elementary  Schools  was  completed  early  in  the 
year  under  review.  He  is  now  going  over  the  ground  again, 
singling  out  for  special  visits  schools  to  which  new  Head  Teachers 
have  been  appointed  since  he  was  last  there,  and  others  where 
peculiar  difficulties  have  been  experienced.  Not  the  least  part  of 
his  work  is  the  following  up  of  his  Teachers’  Classes,  through 
which  already  some  270  teachers  of  all  grades  have  passed.  By 
visiting  schools  in  which  these  teachers  have  been  working 
some  months  after  the  conclusion  of  the  course,  he  is  able  to 
discuss  with  them  difficulties  which  have  arisen  in  the  application 
of  the  principles  learnt  in  the  class.  During  the  past  year,  two 
further  classes  have  been  held  at  Brackley  and  at  Towcester. 

fe)  Physical  Training  Classes  in  Evening  Schools. 
Physical  training  was  included  in  the  curriculum  at  the  following 
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Evening  Schools  for  the  session  1923-24  :  For  girls,  at  Irthling- 
borough  (1),  Kettering  Rockingham  Road  (3),  Roth  well  (1), 
Rushden  (1),  Wellingborough  (1)  ;  for  boys,  at  Rothwell  (1), 
Wellingborough  (1).  During  the  present  session  classes  are  being 
held  as  follows  :  For  girls,  at  Kettering  Rockingham  Road  (6), 
Rothwell  (1),  Rushden  (1),  Wellingborough  (1)  ;  for  boys,  at 
Rothwell  (1),  Wellingborough  (1)  ;  for  both  sexes,  at  Twywell  (1). 

Extent  of  Medical  Inspection.  Owing  to  the  illness  of  one  of 
the  Inspecting  Staff  during  the  months  of  February,  March,  April 
and  part  of  May,  it  was  not  found  possible  to  complete  the  routine 
inspection  of  the  whole  of  the  schools  in  the  County  during  the 
year  under  review  ;  it  was  not  found  possible  either  to  arrange 
for  any  special  visits  to  be  paid. 

The  following  table  shows,  on  the  plan  of  previous  years,  the 
full  number  of  elementary  school  children  who  were  examined 
during  the  year  1924,  arranged  in  age-groups  irrespective  of  sex, 
together  with  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  year  1923  for  the 
sake  of  comparison.

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Table  I.  attached  to  this  report  separates  into  classes  the 
total  number  of  inspections  for  the  year.  With  regard  to  Section 
B  of  the  Table  it  should  be  explained  that  the  number  of  special 
inspections  shown  is  the  total  number  of  children,  not  in  routine 
groups,  who  were  presented  for  a  special  reason.  The  number  of 
re-inspections  shown  is  the  number  of  children  who  were  noted  in 
previous  years  to  have  defects,  and  who  were  presented  for 
re-examination. 

Heights  and  Weights.  Reference  to  Tables  V.  and  VI.  at  the 
end  of  the  report  will  show  the  average  recorded  facts  as  to  heights 
and  weights  of  the  scholars  who  were  examined  during  the  year, 
in  respect  of  the  public  elementary  and  secondary  schools 
respectively.  A  comparison  of  the  larger  groups  in  the  elementary 
schools  with  those  of  recent  years  shows  that  the  standards  are 
being  well  maintained,  and  in  one  or  two  groups  at  the  higher  ages 
in  the  combined  rural  districts  there  appears  to  be  some  tendency — 
at  present  indeterminate — towards  an  improved  average  weight. 
There  is,  at  any  rate,  no  tendency  to  backward  movement. 

Findings  of  Medical  Inspection.  Table  II.  at  the  end  of  this 
report  shows  the  official  records  as  to  findings  of  medical 
inspection,  as  required  by  the  Board  of  Education.  Further 
analysis  of  these  records  has  been  made,  as  in  previous  years,  and 
the  following  information  has  been  obtained  therefrom. 

(a)  Nutrition.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  child  was 
found  at  the  routine  inspections,  whether  in  respect  of  entrants, 
intermediates  or  leavers,  to  be  suffering  from  “  bad  ”  nutrition. 
The  rate  of  “  normal  ”  nutrition  was  given  as  being  92.39  per  cent., 
as  against  89.94  per  cent,  in  1923,  and  89.04  per  cent,  in  1922  ; 
but  the  rate  of  “  excellent  ”  or  “  above  normal  ”  nutrition  was 
recorded  as  being  2.55  per  cent.,  as  against  5.83  per  cent,  in  1923, 
thus  making  the  total  for  normal  and  excellent  nutrition  fraction¬ 
ally  below  that  for  the  two  preceding  years  though  above  that  for 
the  year  1921.  It  may  be  taken  from  these  figures  that  the  mean 
average  rate  of  good  nutrition  is  being  well  maintained. 
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(b)  Uncleanliness.  I  am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  record  an 
improving  result  of  the  efforts  being  made  in  this  County  to 
secure  and  regularly  maintain  a  better  standard  in  respect  of 
cleanliness  among  the  school-children.  This  fact  may  be 
demonstrated  readily  by  setting  out  the  total  percentages  for 
cleanliness  of  head  and  body,  found  on  routine  inspections,  in  the 
following  tabulation  for  several  years  past  : —

These  are  all  annual  rates  inclusive  of  boys  and  girls  whether 
inspected  as  entrants,  intermediates  or  leavers. 

(c)  Nose  and  Throat.  In  continuance  of  the  plan  adopted 
in  my  later  annual  reports  to  the  Committee,  I  append  herewith 
a  tabular  statement  from  which  may  be  easily  seen  the  conditions 
of  the  scholars  inspected  and  found  to  be  the  subject  of  affections 
of  the  nose  and  throat  : —

The  total  rate  of  absence  of  defect  was  more  favourable  than 
for  several  past  years,  the  rates  for  the  immediately  preceding 
five  years  having  been  as  follows  : — 76*47  in  1923,  79*68  in  1922, 
8T36  in  1921,  79*45  in  1920,  and  80*64  in  1919.  The  result  of  the 
inspections  for  1924  is  therefore  satisfactory,  and  a  clear  indication 
for  the  continuation  of  breathing  exercises. 

(d)  Tuberculosis.  The  total  number  of  definite  and 
suspected  cases  of  tuberculosis  noted  at  the  routine  inspections  - 
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was  41,  as  against  38  in  the  year  1923,  and  47  in  1922.  The  cases 
were  classified  as  follows  : — Pulmonary  5,  Suspected  pulmonary  31, 
Non-pulmonary  5,  of  which  3  were  glandular  and  2  of  the  skin. 
No  cases  of  scholars  suffering  from  tubercular  disease  of  bones  or 
joints  were  recorded. 

All  known  or  doubtful  cases  of  tuberculosis,  recent  or 
previously  recorded,  and  not  receiving  private  medical  treatment, 
are  referred  periodically,  through  the  Public  Health  Department, 
to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  are  only  re-admitted  to  school  on 
his  certifying  as  to  their  fitness  for  attendance  thereat.  During 
the  year,  on  this  Officer’s  recommendation,  14  pupils  were  excluded 
from  attendance  for  varying  periods. 

(e)  Skin  Disease.  The  steady  reduction  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  skin  diesase  during  recent  years  was  found  on  the  routine 
inspections  to  be  well  maintained,  the  rate  of  freedom  for  the 
year  being  99‘27  per  cent.,  as  against  9924  in  1923,  9897  in  1922, 
9888  in  1921,  and  9893  in  1920.  The  total  number  of  cases  of 
ringworm  was  1 1 ,  none  of  which  occurred  among  the  leavers,  the 
cases  of  impetigo  numbered  16,  and  there  were  4  cases  of  scabies 
recorded. 

(f)  External  Eye  Disease.  Although  the  rate  of  freedom 
from  external  eye  disease  was  not  unsatisfactory,  it  was  fractionally 
less  than  for  the  previous  two  years,  and  was  due  mainly  to  the 
prevalence  of  one  and  the  same  defective  condition  as  for  the  year 
1923.  The  rate  of  freedom  for  the  year  1924  amounted  to  98.25 
per  cent.,  as  against  98'58  in  1923,  98-98  in  1922,  98-94  in  1921, 
and  98'86  in  1920  :  the  reduction  in  freedom  for  the  years  1923 
and  1924  was  due  to  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  blepharitis 
(inflammation  of  the  eyelids),  which  amounted  in  those  years  to 
66  per  cent,  and  77  per  cent,  respectively  of  the  whole  number  of 
defects  recorded.  The  cases  of  conjunctivitis  and  corneal  opacities 
were  not  above  the  average  for  past  years. 

(g)  Ear  Disease  and  Hearing.  No  disease  of  the  ear  was 
recorded  in  9859  per  cent,  of  the  children  examined  on  routine 
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inspections,  as  against  9929  per  cent,  in  1923,  9851  per  cent,  in 
1922,  99'42  per  cent,  in  1921,  and  99'38  per  cent,  in  1920.  The 
number  of  cases  of  defective  hearing,  mainly  referable  to  otorrhoea, 
was  25,  as  against  6  in  the  immediately  preceding  year. 

(h)  Vision.  Examinations  for  defective  vision  were  con¬ 
ducted  during  the  year  at  the  following  centres,  of  which  the 
italicised  ones  were  new  centres  during  the  year  1924,  and  the 
figures  within  brackets  indicate  the  total  number  of  children  seen 
at  each  centre  : — Wellingborough  (104),  Northampton  (71), 
Rushden  (57),  Kettering  (50),  Desborough  (31),  Daventry  (30), 
Oundle  (29),  Irthlingborough  (22),  Rothwell  (17),  Brackley  (16), 
Woodford  Halse  (15),  Towcester  (13),  Kings  Cliffe  (10),  Wollaston 
(10),  Middleton  Cheney  (9),  Raunds  (7),  Banbury  (5),  Collyweston 
(5),  Thrapston  (5) — making  a  total  of  506. 

Of  the  children  examined,  470  were  pupils  from  the  Public 
Elementary  Schools  and  36  from  Secondary  Schools  :  spectacles 
were  found  to  be  unnecessary  for  32  and  4  respectively  of  these. 
In  52  cases  spectacles  were  not  provided  by  the  end  of  1924,  but 
many  of  these  have  been  obtained  since  the  commencement  of  the 
current  year.  Applications  for  assistance  towards  the  provision 
of  spectacles  were  granted  by  the  Committee  in  20  cases,  the 
total  amount  remitted  being  £ 3  8s.  0d.,  as  against  £5  3s.  6d.  in 
respect  of  28  cases  in  the  year  1923. 

Dr.  Perry  Walker  was  engaged  in  refraction  work  for  103 
sessions  of  approximately  2^  hours  each  during  the  year.  At  each 
session  not  more  than  hve  children  can  be  satisfactorily  dealt 
with.  The  method  adopted  is  first  to  test  the  vision  by  means  of 
the  test  cards  and  lenses  in  order  to  ascertain  the  strength  of 
lenses  with  which  the  child  can  see  best  ;  the  refraction  is 
afterwards  taken,  and  the  spectacles  are  prescribed  in  view  of  the 
two  results.  With  reference  to  the  figures  shown  under  Squint  in 
Table  II.  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  these  cases  relate  solely  to 
“  entrants.” 

Dr.  Perry  Walker  has  supplied  the  following  summary  of  his 
ophthalmic  observations 
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In  1924,  506  cases  underwent  retinoscopy  :  of  these  314 
were  new  and  192  were  cases  brought  up  for  re-examination. 
Speaking  generally  it  has  been  pleasing  to  find  how  consistently 
the  parents  have  accepted  the  advice  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer  to  have  the  eyes  of  their  children  examined  by  an 
Assistant  School  Medical  Officer.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  large 
proportion  of  our  schools  are  rural,  every  effort  has  been  made  to 
find  a  suitable  room  in  rural  schools  which  can  be  used  as  a  dark 
room  for  the  retinoscopic  examination.  The  saving  of  expense 
to  the  parent  is  very  considerable,  and  in  the  additional  districts 
opened  out  this  has  been  much  appreciated.  The  co-operation  of 
the  Head  Teachers  has  also  been  most  helpful. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  on  routine  medical  inspection  that  a 
greater  amount  of  attention  is  being  given  to  the  position  of  the 
children  whilst  at  work  in  school.  The  old  type  desks  are 
vanishing,  and  the  lighting  of  most  of  the  schools  is  good,  but 
some  of  the  older  schools  could  with  great  advantage  have 
improved  lighting. 

One  wishes  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  so  many  parents 
do  not  worry  about  a  “  squint.”  It  is  commonly  believed  that 
this  condition  will  disappear  in  later  life.  When  a  parent  is  present, 
if  an  almost  complete  suppression  of  vision  in  the  defective  eye 
is  demonstrated,  the  surprise  and  consternation  is  real.  Often 
the  disappointment  is  great  if  complete  restoration  of  sight  does 
not  rapidly  follow  the  use  of  suitable  spectacles.  It  must  be 
emphasised  that  only  satisfactory  results  can  be  obtained  if 
treatment  begins  at  a  very  early  age.  It  should  be  especially 
emphasised  to  all  teachers  in  infants'  departments  that  it  is  of  the 
utmost  importance  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer  any  deviation  of  either  eye.  Further  in  the  treatment  of 
Squint  the  co-operation  of  the  teacher  is  needed  and  welcomed. 
The  compulsory  exercise  of  the  disused  eye  must  be  brought 
about  regularly  and  systematically  by  the  use  of  a  shade,  for  a 
stated  time  daily,  in  front  of  the  good  eye. 

Defective  vision  also  is  often  a  sequelae  of  measles,  diphtheria, 
scarlet  fever,  malnutrition,  etc.,  and  any  apparent  eye  weakness 
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following  such,  noted  at  school,  should  be  forthwith  reported  to 
the  School  Medical  Officer,  so  that  steps  may  be  taken  for  a, 
special  examination.

In  addition  to  the  errors  of  refraction  the  following  conditions 
were  noted  :  Severe  Photophobia,  Dislocation  of  lens,  Nystagmus, 
Cataract.  As  the  treatment  for  these  does  not  come  under  the 
County  scheme,  they  were  referred  through  their  own  doctor  to 
a  consulting  oculist. 

(i)  Dental  Defect.  Dental  inspections  were  unfortunately 
somewhat  seriously  interrupted  during  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year  under  review,  and  I  must  emphasise  the  remarks  in  my  last 
annual  report  that  the  means  for  dental  examination  and  treatment 
are  in  urgent  need  of  strengthening.  Of  the  children  examined 
by  the  Inspecting  Staff,  3,814  or  a  percentage  of  58.8  were  found 
to  have  dirty  teeth,  as  against  48.18  per  cent,  in  the  year  1923 
and  51 .99  per  cent,  in  1922  ;  the  average  want  of  dental  cleanliness 
for  the  past  year  was  at  least  far  from  being  satisfactory. 

As  initiated  in  my  last  annual  report,  I  append  the  following 
table  showing  the  work  of  the  School  Dentist  since  the  inception 
of  the  scheme  for  dental  treatment  in  September,  1920  :  —

In  regard  to  treatment,  there  appears  to  be  considerable 
tendency  on  the  part  of  parents  preferring  extraction  of  teeth  in 
their  children  to  the  more  elaborate  work  of  filling.  There  is 
evident  need  for  education  in  this  matter.  Applications  for 
assistance  were  granted  in  26  cases,  the  total  amount  of  fees 
remitted  being  £2  10s.  6d.,  while  the  total  amount  received  during 
the  year  in  fees  for  dental  treatment  was  £81  16s.  Od. 

(j)  Enlarged  Thyroid  Glands.  At  the  request  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  special  attention  has  been  given  by  the 
Assistant  School  Medical  Officers,  since  Easter,  1924,  to  the 
prominence  or  otherwise  of  the  thyroid  gland  in  the  children  coming 
under  routine  inspection.  Dr.  Perry  Walker  has  prepared  the 
following  return  as  the  result  of  such  examinations  : — 

2,025  children  aged  12  years  have  been  examined — 1,001 
boys,  1,024  girls.  Of  these,  42  boys  and  105  girls  were  noted 
to  have  enlarged  thyroid,  the  percentage  being  7.2.  When 
the  two  groups  are  split  into  urban  and  rural  districts  it  is 
found  that  the  percentage  in  urban  districts  is  4.6  and  in  rural  8.5. 
In  the  Urban  Districts,  Rothwell  (14.3%)  and  Daventry  (12.3%) 
are  the  highest  ;  in  the  Rural  Districts,  Easton-on-the-Hill 
(30.8%)  and  Gretton  (16.1%). 

It  is  now  acknowledged  that  in  addition  to  the  normal 
physiological  increase  of  the  thyroid  gland  about  puberty  there 
may  be  at  any  time  an  overgrowth  of  the  gland.  This  when  small 
is  of  no  untoward  significance,  but  beyond  this  we  get  to  the 
definite  tumour  known  as  Goitre. 
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It  is  agreed  now  that  the  usual  cause  of  this  enlargement  is 
deficiency  in  the  “  iodine  intake  ”  into  the  system.  If  this  can 
be  remedied  by  means  of  adding  minute  amounts  of  iodine  to  the 
water  supply,  or  by  taking  some  definite  iodine  preparation,  or 
applying  iodine  in  some  form  to  the  neck,  it  is  nearly  always 
followed  by  a  cessation  of  growth  of  the  gland  preceding  a 
definite  decrease  in  size.  There  are  several  preparations  now  on 
the  market  which  enable  this  lack  of  iodine  to  be  remedied. 
Premido  table  salt  is  ordinary  table  salt  containing  a  minute 
amount  of  iodine,  and  if  such  were  taken  regularly  at  meals  the 
probability  is  that  the  risk  of  enlarged  thyroid  would  be  almost 
nil,  and  if  enlarged  it  would  be  diminished. 

In  association  with  the  thyroid  one  has  to  bear  in  mind  what 
a  powerful  influence  this  gland  can  exert  on  the  mentality  and 
growth  of  individuals.  Anything  which  can  keep  this  gland 
functioning  normally  will  undoubtedly  increase  the  standard  of 
the  public  health  and  mentality.

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Infectious  Diseases.  The  number  of  School  Departments 
closed  during  the  year  for  varying  periods  on  account  of  the 
prevalence  of  infectious  disease  amounted  to  59,  and  were  account¬ 
able  for  as  follows: — Influenza  29,  Mumps  11,  Scarlet  Fever  6, 
Measles  6,  Whooping  Cough  5,  Chicken  Pox  2.  These  closures 
were  below  the  average  for  the  past  few  years,  there  having  been 
113  in  the  year  1923,  141  in  1922,  46  in  1921,  and  88  in  1920. 

School  Nursing.  The  figures  relating  to  the  work  performed 
by  the  School  Nurses  during  the  year  are  set  out  in  Group  V.  of 
Table  IV.  at  the  end  of  this  report.  The  average  number  of  visits 
per  school  made  during  the  year  by  the  School  Nurses  was  9.4, 
being  the  same  as  for  the  preceding  year,  and  the  total  number  of 
examinations  made  by  them  of  children  in  the  Schools  was  90,102, 
as  against  99,904  in  the  year  1923.  The  number  of  cases  of 
uncleanliness  was  recorded  as  being  1,845,  as  against  3,194  in 
1923,  which  represents  a  great  improvement  as  the  result  of 
regular  watchfulness  and  inspection.  It  was  only  necessary  to 
institute  legal  proceedings  under  the  School  Attendance  By-laws 
in  respect  of  uncleanliness  or  verminous  conditions  in  two  cases, 
as  against  three  in  the  preceding  year. 

Treatment.  The  figures  as  to  treatment  in  respect  of  certain 
specified  defects,  other  than  in  respect  of  vision,  teeth  and  un- 
cleanliness  are  given  in  Groups  I  and  III.  of  Table  IV.  at  the  end 
of  this  report.  In  regard  to  treatment  for  defects  of  the  Nose 
and  Throat,  of  the  244  cases  treated,  69  received  operative,  either 
by  a  private  medical  practitioner  or  at  a  hospital,  and  175  some 
other  form  of  treatment. 

Minor  Ailments  Treatment  was  provided  at  the  Welling¬ 
borough  Park  Street  School  Clinic  throughout  the  year.  The 
Rushden  Alfred  Street  School  Clinic  for  Rushden  and  Higham 
Ferrers  was  also  opened  for  minor  ailments  treatment  on  the  13th 
October,  1924.  The  opening  of  this  second  clinic  necessitated 
certain  re-arrangements. 
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The  whole-time  School  Nurse  now  attends  at  the  Welling¬ 
borough  Clinic  on  the  mornings  of  Monday,  Wednesday  and 
Thursday,  as  well  as  on  Saturday  mornings,  to  see  any  special  case 
and  to  attend  to  clerical  work.  She  attends  at  the  Rushden 
Clinic  on  the  mornings  of  Tuesday  and  Friday  in  each  week.  The 
clinics  are  opened  at  9  a.m.,  and  the  Nurse  is  occupied  in  the  work 
of  Minor  Ailments  Treatment  therein  until  approximately  10.30 
a.m.  The  total  number  of  attendances  made  by  children  at  these 
Clinics  during  the  year  under  review  was  1,762,  as  against  2,258 
in  the  preceding  year.  The  whole-time  School  Nurse  was  also 
otherwise  engaged  with  either  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer 
or  the  School  Dentist  during  9CH  days  for  inspection  and 
treatment  purposes,  when  not  engaged  in  her  ordinary  School 
visiting  duties. 

Health  Week.  The  second  annual  Health  Week  initiated  by 
the  Northamptonshire  Insurance  Committee  was  observed  in  1924 
by  six  of  the  thirteen  Borough  and  Urban  Districts  of  the  County, 
as  against  four  in  the  preceding  year,  namely  in  Daventry  Borough, 
Desborough,  Finedon,  Irthlingborough,  Rothwell  and  Rushden. 
Twenty  public  lectures  were  given,  fourteen  cinema  films  (in 
addition  to  lantern  slides)  were  exhibited,  and  14,000  health  leaflets 
for  general,  together  with  20,000  health-hint  blotters  and  cards 
for  school,  distribution  were  supplied  at  the  expense  of  the 
Insurance  Committee  funds.  Besides  the  public  lectures  referred 
to,  the  County  Education  Authority  arranged  for  special  health 
talks  to  children  in  the  schools. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  periodical  addresses  to  school 
children  on  elementary  health  principles  are  all  to  the  good,  and 
I  hope  that  these  may  be  continued  at  suitable  periods  so  that 
the  children  may  come  to  be  more  and  practically  interested 
therein. 

Secondary  School  Inspections.  The  six  schools  wholly  main¬ 
tained  by  the  Local  Education  Authority  are  examined  as  early 
as  possible  each  term.  The  children  inspected  are  ; — 
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(a)  entrants  ; 

(b)  children  who  will  reach  12  years  of  age  during  the  term  ; 

(c)  children  who  will  reach  15  years  of  age  during  the  term  ; 

(d)  children  who  will  leave  at  the  end  of  the  term  ; 

(e)  children  who  were  marked  at  previous  inspections  to  be 

seen  again  ;  and

The  Governors  of  the  Northampton  Town  and  County 
School,  which  is  maintained  jointly/  by  the  Northampton  Borough 
and  County  Councils,  in  September  last  appointed  Dr.  Danby 
Cogan  as  Medical  Officer  of  the  School.  The  figures  given  under 
this  section  are,  therefore,  exclusive  of  the  aforenamed  school. 


In  respect  of  the  examinations  of  Entrants,  89.54  per  cent, 
of  the  boys  and  78.49  per  cent,  of  the  girls  had  normal  vision,  as 
against  88.64  and  80.45  respectively  for  the  year  1923.  There 
were  two  cases  of  Blepharitis  among  the  boys  and  three  among 
the  girls. 
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As  regards  Teeth,  58.14  per  cent,  of  the  boys  had  less  than 
four  decayed,  and  13.95  per  cent,  four  or  more  decayed,  as  against 
52.27  and  11.36  per  cent,  respectively  in  the  year  1923  ;  similarly 
among  the  girls,  the  percentages  were  39.53  and  11.62,  as  against 
38.35  and  29.32.  Unclean  condition  of  teeth  was  found  in  51  cases 
among  the  boys  and  in  26  cases  among  the  girls. 


Uncleanliness  of  the  Head  (nits  only)  was  found  among 
nine  of  the  girls,  as  against  fourteen  in  the  year  1923. 


Excellent  Nutrition  was  recorded  in  one  boy,  and  in  five 
cases  among  the  girls.  Nutrition  was  moderate  in  six  cases  among 
the  boys  and  in  four  cases  among  the  girls.  No  case  of  bad 
nutrition  was  recorded.

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  57.5  per  cent,  of 
the  defects  had  received  treatment,  either  at  the  hands  of  the 
Local  Education  Authority,  or  privately,  as  against  59.4  per  cent, 
for  the  year  1923. 

It  should  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  a  large  number  of 
defects  (principally  carious  teeth)  were  noted  in  connection  with 
pupils  who  were  examined  during  their  last  term  of  school  life. 
Particulars  as  to  treatment  are  not  available  in  most  of  these 
cases.
